JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present (French) mail brings advices to the 7th January ; 
the French mail from London, Nov. 8, arrived out on the 3lst 
Dec., and the following P. and O. mail of Nov. 15 on the 5th Jan. 
The following summary of news is from the Japan Mail :— 


The annual meeting of the subscribers to Christ Church was 
held on the 31st Dec., Consul Robertson presiding. The report 
presented to the meeting was accompanied by a statement of 
accounts which showed a deficit of $276.99. The report requested 
assistance to obtain an increase of the Government grant to an 
approximate amount to that contributed by British subjects, and 
pointed out that if the latter’s augmented contributions were not 
met by an equivalent, the efforts of the committee were frustrated 
and the finances embarrassed. Last year the Government con- 
tribution was $609 less than the amount of those of British sub- 
jects, although the latter had received no sasistance in the erec- 
tion of the new aisle and the repair of the church, which had 
been effected by private contribution and by loan. The chair- 
man pointed out that they had every reason to congratu- 
late themselves upon the state of the accounts; for, though 
there was a deficit, yet at the same time, the receipts 
were considerably in excess of those of last year. He then 
alluded to a scheme suggested by Mr. James for paying off 
a part of the heavy incubus of debt with which the Church 
was saddled, by raising the pew rents. It was proposed by Mr. 
James to raise the sittings from $20 to $25 a year, and the 
pews from $90 to $100 a year, the excess of $5 on each sitting 
and $10 on each pew to form a sinking fund for paying off the 
debt of $3,600 which had been incurred in connection with the 
new aisle and the organ. He should, in writing home, of 
course, have to explain to the Foreign Office tha action which 
had been taken ; but the excess raised on the pew rents would not 
appear in the accounts, and would not therefore be taken into ac- 
count when the Government made the grant. 

A lengthy discussion ensued upon the proposition of Mr. 
James, in the course of which Mr. Macdonald explained that the 
Oriental Bank Corporation would lend the money ($3,600) at 8 
per cent. instead of 12 per cent, which they were now paying, if 
several gentlemen gave promissory notes for the amount. It was 
finally arranged that a subscription list should be sent round 
during the year, for the specific purpose of raising a sum to reduce 
the loans upon the new aisle and the organ, provided the Govern- 
ment were unfavourable to the proposed creation of a sinking 
fund. The question with reference to the proposed loan was post- 
poned until the next meeting. 
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On the 25th and 26th Dec. the Exhibition at Yedo of manu- 

factures and products which are to be sent to the Vienna Exhi- 
bition of this year was opened to the foreign public, and on both 
days large numbers availed themselves of the Government invi- 
tation. The display of cereals and some of the products was 
rather poor; but the collections of lacquer and porcelain were 
very good. The idea prompting those under whose supervision 
the collection was made seems to have been to introduce native 
wares in the European markets. Thus, in viewing the collection 
at Vienna, it must be remembered that the Japanese Depart- 
ment is not merely a collection of curios and articles de luxe, 
‘but of Japan wares suitable for foreign use. It has been an- 
nounced by one of the local journals that the Japanese Govern- 
ment contemplates an additional issue of paper money, to the ex- 
‘tent of 50,000,000 rios. We publish elsewhere an official denial 
of the statement ; indeed, the scheme is of a character so entirely 
foreign to the course lately pursued by the Japanese Government, 
that the announcement was, from the first, viewed with some 
doubt. On the 25th Dec. a fire broke out at Kawasaki, destroy- 
ing no less than 110 houses. Three persons lost their lives 
during the conflagration. On the 2nd Jan. H.I.M. the Mikado 
received the Corps Diplomatique. The usual congratulatory 
speeches were made, the only noticeable feature being the allu- 
sion to the change in the calendar. 

From Nagasaki we hear of a serious riot at the Takasund Coal 
mines. The rioters destroyed several houses, and did much 
damage to property ; but were eventually overpowered, and the 
ringleaders arrested. During the fight which took place two of 
the natives were killed. 

One of those unfortunate accidents with fire arms, seemingly 
impossible to accountfor,is reported to have occurred in the country, 
the untimely explosion of a gun unhappily resulting in the death 
ofa Japanese child. It appears that Captain Purvis, R.N., and 
Mr. Gilbert were on a shooting excursion near Oiso ; after having 
walked for several hours, they entered a small house outside the 
village in order to rest for a few minutes. Here Mr. Gilbert was 
induced to show his gun toa Japanese, and after explaining to 
him its various details he half cocked it and laid it across his 
knees. Within a few seconds one charge exploded, the shot 
striking a native boy about five years of age, entering on the right 
side in an oblique direction and probably lodging over the Jeft hip.

NAGASAKI. 

The Express has the following items :— 

H.1.R.M.’s frigate Svetlana and corvette Vitia: returned to 
this port. The former has the Grand Duke Alexis, and the 
latter Admiral Possiet on board. They left Vladiwostok on 
the 19th Dec., at which time the thermometer there stood as 
low as 16 deg. The vessels are now coaling, and will leave for 
Hong Kong and Manila. The usual complimentary visits were 
made and salutes exchanged. His Excellency the Governor of 
Nagasaki called on board the Svetlana, which event was an- 
nounced by the Government battery returning the compliments, 
paid to him by the Svetlana. 

The Japanese steamer Bertha, which arrived here on the 26th 
reports having encountered a very severe gale while on her passage 
from this to the Loo Choos. During the gale, which lasted twenty- 
four hours, she experienced considerable damage, having lost fore 
and main masts and all sails. On arrival at her destination, the cap- 
tain was informed by the authorities that there was a large Eng- 
lish paddle-whecl steamer and all hands lost off the coast; and 
an Amcrican three-masted schooner belonging to thia port, said 
to be the Spray, only two Japanese being saved ; also one of the 
Satsuma barques was lost in the same gale. On her passage back 
she saw none of the above vessels, and she experienced fine 
weather all the way. 

We learn that the P.MS.S. Relief brought the official instruc- 
tions Proniuleetet at Yedo that not only are the officers in the 
employ of the Government to dress in the style customary 
amongst Europeans, but that the whole of the people in this Ken 
are to do so likewise. The above order wa; to take effect on the 
1st of January next, but owing to the time given being very 
short, we understand that an extension of time is to be given, 
and the order will not be immediately enforced. The work upon 
the dry rock partially constructed on the other side of the har- 
bour, which has been suspended for a considerable time is, we 
hear, to be again resumed shortly, and that a competent staff 
to carry on the business connected with the repair of vessels may 
be expected to arrive here at no distant date. 





CHINA.

SHANGHAI. ; 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 10th 
January ; the French mail, from London, November 22, arrived 
out on the 8th January. The following items of news are from 
the Worth China Herald :— : 
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Telegraphic communication both with Hong Kong an tagasaki 
is satarrupted, aud is not expected to be resumed for etre days. 

A north-westerly gale which blew with exceptional fierceness 
during two days has dispelled the long tack of mild weather 
which up to a much later period than usual prevailed over the 
north of Chiva, and replaced it with thoroughly wintry weather— 
a biting wind,a temperature below freezing, and a seasonable 
sprinkling of snow. Owing to this sudden inclement burst, the 
Paper Hunt advertised for the 4th Jan. was postponed. The gale 
has also to be credited with the delay in the arrival of the Ame- 
rican mail, which was two days overdue from Nagasaki. On 
shore and afloat the severity of the storm must have caused no 
little inconvenience and danger. We hear of walls and fences hav- 
ing been blown down, and several instances of loss of life among 
Chinese boat people have occurred. Four sampans were upset at 
various places in the harbour, and in two cases the sampanmen 
were drowned, and the casualties would doubtless have been more 
numerous had not the boat-people avoided as much as possible 
exposing their frail craft to the violence of the gale. The most 
serious accident, however, occurred outside Woosung, through the 
upsetting of a Ningpo ballast boat, by which, our Chinese in- 
formant says, some twenty people lost their lives. It seems that 
these boats, after discharging their load of ballast in Shanghai, 
offer to take passengers on the return trip at an almost nominal 
rate, and the Giimesa ever ready to risk life if dollars are thereby 
to be saved, take passage in them rather than pay a higher rate 
and go by steamer. Few of these boats ventured to go out on 
the morning of the 4th of January, but the one which came to so 
unhappy a fate was among the less prudent. 

By the steamers which arrived in the early part of the week, 
we learn that the effects of the gale are strikingly apparent on 
various parts of the coast. The G/aucus, which, notwithstanding 
the storm has made the passage from Hong Kong in four days, 
informs us that in the neighbourhood of the Hieshan Islands 
large quantities of poles and junk bide: were floating about ; 
and by the Fire Queen, from Poyang Lake, we learn that the 
Langshan lightship has been blown a long distance from her pro- 
per position. When last seen, she was holding her ground, 
though but a very short distance from the North Bank. The 
Customs steamer A’uahsing has started to reemoor her. The 
barques Ellon Castle and Alexandra got ashore in the river, 
through the wind suddenly chopping round while they were pro- 
ceeding up under sail. The former has got off. 

We learn that the British barque Bessie Searight, Scherrl 
master, which left here on ;Dec. 22 for Nagasaki, foundered on 
the morning of the 29th, about ninety miles E.N.E. from the 
Amherst Rocks, during a heavy north-west gale. The whole of 
the crew escaped jin the ship’s longboat, but were unable to save 
anything; andj after being EGased about sixty hours, without 
water or provisions, reached the Yangtsze bank. Here they got 
& passage in a Ningpo fishing-boat, to that port, where they re- 
main’ pending the inquiry into the loss of the vessel. The vessel 
was in ballast when lost. She was owned in Shanghai, and was 
uninsured. We have since learnt that a Court of Inquiry sat on 
January 6, to inquire into the circumstances connected with the 
loss of the Bessie Searight. We have not been favoured with full 
particulars, but are told that the vessel capsised whilst under 
close reefed topsails, in consequence of the mud ballast shifting. 
The boats were launched and the crew saved their lives, but no 
effects, save the captain’s sextant. When the boats left the 
vessel she was still above water, but on her beam ends. The 
master was censured for not having the ballast properly secured 
before leaving Shanghai, but his certificate was returned to him. 

About ten o’clock onthe morning of the 7th Jan. we were 
pleased to see the U.S. mail flax hoisted at the Pootung signal 
station, thereby dispelling all fears and doubts as to the safety 
of the Costa Rica. On leaving Nagasaki she had a S.E. wind, 
which, however, soon veered round to the southward and after- 
wards to N.W., from which point it blew with great fury, causing 
considerable internal damage, and compelling the steamer to 
anchor for about twenty-one hours, when a start was again 
effected, and Shanghai was reached just as it became dark. 

It was only during last month that we made a remark about 
the extremely long passage of the Elizabeth Graham from London 
to this port, buf that of the German brig Christoph, which 
atrived yesterday, completely eclipses all the passages we can 
think of, she having been out 194 days. 

On the 7th Jan. the steam-tug Rocket towed the British barque 
G. T. Ray up the river in a totally dismasted condition., The G. 
T. Ray was bound from here to Amoy, and sailed on th¢4st Janu 
She had twenty-six passengers on board, the crew of tue unfor- 
tunate Martaban forming a portion of this number. 

The appeal from the judgment of the Supreme Court at the 
hearing of the collision case between the Hopewell and the Annie 
Gray, applied for by the latter, has, we learn, been abandoned. 

At the Supreme Court John Davey, master of the barque 
Hilda, has been tried, before Sir Edmund Hornby and a jury, for 
@ violent assault on the Chinese cook of his vessel. He was 
found guilty, and sentenced, to one month's imprisonment and to 
pay a fine of $200, $50 of which are to go to the sufferer. 

We understand that the salvage operations at the wreck of the 
Tonbridge are proceeding slowly, but a quantity of cases have 
already been brought up and landed at the Hongkew Wharf. 
There are two European divers from H.M.8. Cadmus and one 
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rom the : ~stoms, besides natives, employed at the work. One of 

the latter got into the hold a few days ago, and being unable to 
find his way out again, was drowned. One of the Europeans went 
down in search of him, but failed to find the body. 

Again we have to notice the issue of the “ Ladies’ Directory, or 
Red Book for Shanghai,” @ little work which speaks volumes for 
the social progress of the Settlemonts, as year after year it re- 
cords an increasing*roll of lady residents. Two years ago, 138 
names were inscribed in its pages; one year since the phalanx of 
the fair had advanced to 167,and during 1872 the increase has 
been even more rapid, and we get into the third century of 
names. The Red Book for 1873 contains 210 names, and though 
some are followed by the word “absent,” we may reckon the 
number as @ very close approximation to the actual residents, for, 
while the New-year is yet in its infancy, not a few additions will 
have to be made. 

Rinderpest is again very prevalent amongst the Shanghai cattle, 
no fewer than a dozen cases within the last week having come 
under the notice of the Inspector of Markets. On paying a visit 
to one slaughter-house, he observed half a carcase in a diseased 
condition hanging up, and the other half on a wheelbarrow 
about to be conveyed to Smith’s market, there to be sold for the 
uae of foreigners. The Chinamen present at the slaughter-house 
when the seizure was made denied all knowledge of owner-ship, 
but further investigation will be made into the matter, and we 
trust that with the assistance of Chen the guilty parties will be 
discovered and punished. 

Our Tientsin correspondent gives it as a statement current in 
ie ea at Peking that the Audience Question has been 
conceded. 








HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 16th of January; the P. and O. 
mail of November 29th grrived out on the 14th January, being 
four days late, owing to te here weather encountered by the P. 
and O. steamer Mooltan in the Bay of Biscay, and to an accident 
which occurred to the machinery of the Surat between Suez 
and Galle. We take the following items of news from the Daily 
Press :— 


The report of the directors of the Hong Kong and Canton 
Steam Company, to be presented at the meeting of the 16th Jan., 
will be found in our advertising columns. 

The Canton Shipping News states that the noted kidnapper 
Yuh-ah-wei, who was captured on board the steamer Spark some 
time ago, was executed last weck. 

By the ship Her Majesty we learn that the chief officer, with 
other officers and passengers, Captain Boswell, and a part of the 
crew of the steamship Sedan, had arrived in Foochow, numbering 
thirty in all. The third officer and another part of the crew ar- 
rived the following day. Capt. Boswell proceeded on to Shanghai 
in the Dragon. 

A correspondent remarks rela‘ive to the new Chinese Coast 
Steamer Company :—‘‘I have seen the prospectus of the new 
company, and it provides that after the first issue of shares these 
can only be sold to Chinese, It apparently is a thorough anti- 
foreign affair, and is to have an insurance company attached to 
it, like the Yangtsze Company. This movement on the part of 
the Chinese is a perfectly legitimate one, and was to be expected 
sooner or later, though it will no doubt greatly change the 
course of business. During the year we may expect to hear com- 

Isints from some quarters in Shanghai that a good deal of trade 
is falling into Chinese hands, just as we have heard of it at Tien- 
tsin, but this will only affect a few of those firms which do a local’ 
business, and will leave the large importing houses as they are. 
Although the carrying out of such national enterprises will cer- 
tainly be detrimental to foreign trading, unless the country is 
further opened up, the attempt of the Chinese to assimilate them- 
selves to foreigners in such organisations must produce a good 
effect, as it will make them adopt our ideas and practises as the 
only safeguard against their own officials, and so prepare the way 
to great changes in the present rotten system of government. 

A fire broke out in a store-room on the ground-floor of No. 77, 
Graham-street, occupied by Parsees. In a few minutes the place 
was envelo ed in smoke, so that for some time it could not be 
ascertained in what part of the house the fire was. The Parsee 
community set to work with a will, and completely drenched the 

lace "wa buckets of water, and the windows being opened and 
etting (, “t the smoke, it was soon discovered that the fire was in 
@ nutshell, causing more smoke than flame. 

The French steamship Ava reports—left Shanghai on 9th 
January, had gales and very indifferent weather till north end of 
Formosa, with heavy sea, up to which passed a continuous line of 
junk wreckage ; off Foochow picked up six Chinese off a portion ; 
since then had moderate weather to arrival. Several vessels 
have put back to Shanghai, dismasted, and otherwise damaged, 
having experienced very heavy weather outside. The American 
mail steamer Costa Iica, with mails to Yokohama, had to put 
back, having strained herself in a gale, the seas having com- 
pletely broken her upper works, and, she making considerable 
water, has gone into dock at Shanghai. 

The Siamese barque Lucky reports, left Chefoo on Dec. 27, had 
light south-west winds till 3rd January, when, in lat. 28.25 N., 
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lon. 123 15 E., encountered a very severe gale from the north- 
west ; hove ship to under close reefed maintopsail and fore topmast 
staysail ; in a lurch of a sea shifted cargo at midnight, throwing 
ship on her beam ends, and tremendous seas constantly breaking 
on board, there being a very high sea running, so much so that it 
pm aaa to lay-to any longer; run the ship to the south- 
east. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 
Our advices extend to the 24th January; the French mail, 


with dates from London to Dec. 20, arrived out on Jan. 22. The 
following items of news are from the Singapore Daily Times :— 


The colonial steamer Pluto, Captain Welner, arrived on the 
23rd Jan. from Penang, having on board the Governor, Lady Ord 
and suite. Tho Pluto went alongside Tanjong Pagar Wharf, and 
his Excellency landed in State about eleven o’clock, under a salute 
from Fort Canning. A company of H.M.’s 10th Regiment was 
present as a guard of honour, together with a body of police, and 
the Colonial Secretary, with other high officials, were present to 
receive his Excellency. 

The Maharajah of Johore, accompanied by the Colonial Secre- 
tary and Major Studer, U. 8. Consul, paid a visit of ceremony on 
board the American corvette Lackawanna on the 21st Jan., and 
was received with a salute of nineteen guns. Admiral Jenkins 
has since proceeded on a return visit to the Maharajah at Johore. 

The arrangements of passengers and shippers by the regular 
steamers to Manila and Batavia have lately been facilitated by 
these vessels being run in connection with the steamships of the 
Messageries Maritimes, instead of those of the P. and O. as for- 
merly, Two days as a rule (sometimes one ony) now suffice for 
transhipment in place of the week that usually elapsed. The 
ioe proprietors of hotels will be the principal losers by this 
change. 

Sin apore has again been visited by a personage of the genus 
swindler. This time our unwelcome guest came to us from 
Labuan. A Russian as to birth, of Jewish persuasion, and a 
commercial traveller for a jeweller by profession, this individual 
was met, after his arrival here, by Police Inspector Barnum, 
who, ‘from information received” by telegraph from Manila, 
proceeded to arrest and incarcerate him on a charge of ab- 
sconding with jewellery valued at $40,000, property with which 
he had been entrusted for sale by his confiding employers 
—a firm in the Philippines. Shortly after his arrest, we learn 
@ communication was received by the police from the Colonial 
Secretary’s Office ordering the man’s instant release, on the ground 
that the arrest was illegal ; we presume because there is no treaty 
for the extradition of criminals in existence between the United 
Kingdom and Spain. When arrested, the runaway is said to 
have acknowledged that the {money and property found in his 
possession were stolen. That consisted of about £800 sterling in 
sovercigns, a considerable number of gold watches, valuable 
gems, rings, pins, brooches, d&c., and in face of this confes- 
sion he must have been agreeably surprised at having these pre- 
cious articles returned to him on his release. His troubles with 
the police over, he favoured in succession two of the principal 
hotels here with his presence as a guest, appearing at the éable 
d'hote sparkling and conspicuous by the number of diamond or- 
naments with which his person was bedecked ; one of the rings 
he wore was valued at $2,000. He is supposed to have taken his 
departure hence by the last homeward P. and O. steamer.

IMPORTS. 

Yoxonawa.— Business was completely at a standstill, owing to the 
native holidays. 

SHanouat.—New Year’s Day and the day following were observed 
as holidaya by moat of the foreign residents, and, consequently, few 
sales were booked, but a very active market had since prevailed, and 
a large general business had been the result.

Fooonow.—For some days following our last report rather over 10,000 
chesta of Cungous were settled at fully previous prices, and since then 
a like quantity had found buyers in moderate daily transactions, thus 
reducing the stock to 700 chests, for no additional supplies had come 
forward from the country. Teamen asserted that the holders of Congou 
in the Tea districts demanded too much to induce sales, and that very 
little more was likely to come down during the remainder of the sea- 
son. The stock of Souchong was reduced to 88 cheats by the settle- 
ment of 618 chests.

THE COALFIELDS OF CHINA. 

(Feb. 17th.) Mr. Axroyp asked the Under-Secretary of State for Fo- 
reign Affairs if his attention had been called to the statement from com- 
petent authorities that the coalfields of China cover an area of upwards 
of 400,000 square miles, as contrasted with the comparatively small 
area of 12,000 square miles in Great Britain; if bis attention had 
been called to the report of Baron Von Richthofen, printed at Shang- 
hai in 1870 and 1871, respecting certain coal-bearing provinces, 
notably that of Shansi, containing some 30,000 square miles, with 
beds varying from 12ft. to 30ft. in thickness; while the syetem 
of coal-bearing strata in this province is about 500ft. in thickness, 
containing besides an inexhaustible supply of iron ore (the whole Re- 
port being amply set forth in the Quarterly Review for April, 1872) ; 
and whether Her Majesty's Government, by concerted action and in 
co-operation with the Powers who were parties to the Treaty of Tient- 
gin, would endeavour to negotiate a supplementary Treaty to provide 
for the safe investment of British and European capital in mining en- 
terprise, and in connecting lines of railway under proper safeguards 
protected by the contracting Powers. 

Lord Enviztp: Baron Richthofen’s reports on_the 
Hupeh, Yunan and Shansiwere sent home by the Consul at Shanghai 
in September, 1870. There is no reason to doubt the correctness of 
the Baron's estimates of the amount of coal existing in these provinces, 
and they are confirmed by the reports of our own Consuls. The 
Consul at Hankow, inhis report for 1871, saya that most of the steam- 
ers on the Yangtze take in coal at that port, the quality of which has 
Jately much improved ; it comes from Yunan, where a coalfield more 
than 30,000 square miles in extent exists, The Consular report from 
Kiukiang for 1871, speaking of the coal districts in the neighbourhood 
of that port, says :—“The facilities for working mines remain in & 
rudimentary shape, although this province contains coal in enormous 
quantities ; the coal pits of Yunan are said to be capable of producing 
a superior description of coal in practically inexhaustible quantities.” 
An officer of the Consulate at New-chwang visited the coalfields in 
the north of China in 1871, and found that coal, equal in quality to 
the best Cardiff, existed there in great quantities, though it is only 
worked on a small scale, and gold at prices varying from £1 11s. 6d. 
to £2 9s, 6d. per ton. With regard to the question of obtaining from 
the Chinese Government permission to work mines and make railways 
Sir R. Alcock, during his negotiations for the revision of the Treaty in 
1869, repeatedly urged these points upon them, but, unfortunately, 
without success; it it to be hoped that aooner or later the Chinese will 
realise the advantage which they would derive from the development 
by foreign capital of the mineral wealth of their country. 


THE CASE OF KWOK-A-SING. 

(18th.) Sir J. LawRencr gave notice that he would ask the Under- 
Secretary for the Colonies whether it wastrae that the Government 
had directed the Attorney-General of Hong Kong to prosecute a coo- 
lie (Kwok-a-Sing) upon a charge which had already been heard and 
decided by the Chief Justice of Hong Kong, who declared that the 
coolie was innocent of the crime of which he was accused, and had 
committed no offence whatever against the laws of the British Empire. 

Mr. Grurrs said that in the event of his hon. friend (Sir J. Law- 
rence) not following up that subject, he would call the attention of the 
House to it on the first Supply night. 

(20th.) Mr. Kyatouputu-Huaxssen, in reply to Sir J. Lawnenc, said 
that the coolie named Kwok-a-Sing, to whom his question referred, was 
a Chinese who had been shipped with other coolies at Macao. On the 
voyage the captain of the vessel and several of the crew had been 
killed, and the coolie in question being a Chinese subject the Chinese 
Government demanded his surrender in order that he might take his 
trial for murder. He was therefore arrested, but the Chief Justice of 
Hong Kong discharged him under a writ of Habeas Corpus, declar- 
ing that if he ought to be committed for any crime it was that of piracy, 
and that in his opinion no crime had been committed, because the 
coolies were practically slaves, aud had a right to try to free them- 
selves. The Attorney-General of Hong Kong had, he might add, pro- 
ceeded against the man on a charge of piracy, and he was again dis- 
charged under a writof Habeas Corpus. The Attorney-General received 
no instructions from home, but simply acted in the usual performance 
of his duties. The Government of Hong Kong was dissatisfied with 
the decision of the Chief Justice, and referred the matter home for 
consideration. The opinion of the law officers of the Crown had been 
taken upon it, and they pronounced it to be a proper subject of appeal 
to the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. That appeal was now 


pending. 
BREAKWATER AT COLOMBO. 
(20th.) In reply to Sir J. Expumnstonz, Mr. KnaTcoHBULL-HucEssen 
said that the final arrangements for the construction of a breakwater at 
Colombo were being pressed forward as rapidly as possible by the 
governor, Mr. Gregory. The loan required to be raised, under the 


sanction of the Home Government, is now being considered by the 
Treasury.

GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamburg, Feb. 17. 

On the 14th inst. the first ordinary general meeting of shareholders 
in the German Steamship Company was held in the Exchange 
Rooms, when Mr. Arthur Booth, the Chairman, read the annual re- 
port, which complained that owing to the high price of wages, 
strikes of workmen, and other causes, the delivery of the 
steamers contracted for had been protracted far beyond the stipu- 
lated time, so that instead of a full working year their operations ex- 
tended over little more than six months, When the company was 
originally formed it was with the intention of running steamers of 
moderate size to various European ports, as occasion might require; 
but when their first vessel—the .4talanta—arrived, such an advanta- 
geous offer was made for the freight on more than half of what she 
could carry to Singapore and China, that they did not hesitate to 
accept it iu the hope of finding other goods to fill up and complete 
the cargo with. This experimant succeeded so well that she not 
only left with a full cargo, but a quantity of other goods were 
obliged to be shut out. The directors, thus encouraged, came 
to the determination to try the experiment again with their 
second steamer—the Olympia,—and this proving also perfectly suc- 
cessful and satisfactory, they considered themsclves justified in making 
a regular monthly line to the Far East, At first they could only take 
goods to Penang, Singapore, Hong Kong, and Shanghai, but now ar- 
rangements have been made, and a system organised, by which they 
are enabled to accept freight for nearly all the ports in the Far East at. 
through rates. 

The directors having made the sad experience that no reliance can be 
placed on the punctual fulfilment of contracts with shipbuilders, con- 
sidered it more for the interests of the company to go into the open 
market and endeavour to obtain by purchase some ready-made steamers 
and of a larger size, 80 as to be able to meet the requirements of the in- 
creasing traffic; but hitherto they have only been able to find two 
suited for tho China trade, and these have been purchased, and will 
take their places in the line under the names of the Egeria and the 

The great rise in the price of coal forms a heavy item in the 
expenses of the company, as does also the augmentation of the Suez 
Canal dues, which causes an addition of no less than f.120,000 per an- 
num for the twelve monthly expeditions, but it is to be hoped that at 
the forthcoming International Congress, to be held either at Cairo or 
Constantinople, and at which Germany will be represented, some relief 
may be obtained, and perhaps the now way of charging toll withdrawn. 
The Board have not failed to ‘apply to Prince Bismark on the subject, 
and have received the assurance of his sympathy and official support. 

Mr. Booth then went into the financial statement, and dwelt with satis- 
faction on the interior economy observed by the directors, which had 
been kept down to so lowa figure that the whole of the current and 
office expenses, ralaries, and the necessary charges for the organisation 
of the service only amounted to 22,938 Imperial marks, or but 
little more than £1,000. (Cries of Hear, hear). After writing off various 
sums on the accounts of casco, boilers, renewal of machinery and 
yesers®$nsurance fund, the clear profit was 244,079 marks banco, 
which enabled the directors to declare a dividend of nine per cent. for 
the past year, which, however, was in reality but little more than six 
working months. Ile stated they had resolved on keeping up the good 
principle of writing off for depreciation of the value of the ships, as it 
could not fail to strengthen the credit of the company, increase the con- 
fidence of the public, and the value of the shares—which now bear a 
premium of twelve per cent.—and place the service on a solid founda- 
tion. In reality the value of the steamers was at least more by 
£50,000 than appeared in the books. He concluded by saying that an 
instalment of twenty a cent. on the new shares issued last year, under 
the name of Letter A., would be required in April, of which timely 
notice would be given in the public papers. The gentlemen present at 
the meeting represented 1,717 shares, and held 1,068 votes. At the

close of the proceedings Herr H. Struck proposed a vote of thanks ex- 
pressive of the confidence placed by the shareholders in the board of 
directors, which was unanimously agreed to. 

A letter of January 20 from Aden, published in the T'’rieste Zeitung 
is in direct contradiction of the declaration made by the Minister in the 
Italian Parliament in answer to a question put by one of the Deputies, 
that the expedition to Borneo was not intended to make a permanen, 
settlement on that island. The writer announces the arrival at Aden of 
the Italian corvette Gondolio, and the gun-boat Vedetta, from the 
Red Sea, with a large nutnber of engineers, artisans of various trades, 
and general workmen or navvies on board, and a great deal of building 
materials and other plant. A third vessel, belonging to the Italian 
Lloyd Company, and chartered by the Government, was expected in a 
day or two, and was also full of workmen and building materials. The 
officer at the head of the expedition is the commander of the gan-boat, 
and is furnished with sealed orders, which he is not to open till he is 
south of Cape Guardafui; but it is no secrot at Aden that the destina- 
tion of the expedition is Borneo, and the object is the formation of a 
penal settlement and a naval station in the East. As soon as the 
chartered steamer had arrived, the squadron was to proceed. 

SHIPPING. 

No arrivals or departures to report. A thaw has set in, and though 
the ice in the Elbe has not yet disappeared, it is broken up and rotten, 
so that steamers, and even sailing vessels, have no difficulty in pro- 
ceeding up or down the river. 





HOLLAND.

Rorrerpam, Fs. 19. 

At last the Staats Courant publishes the official statement that the 
members of the Second Chamber will meet on the 26th inst. The main 
question, however, is what will they find to do when they arrive in the 
Royal residence. Up to this moment we are still waiting for the section 
teport on the Reform Bill, and monthe will elapse before the report 
about the Judicial Organisation Bill will be published. Of course the 
Minister of Home Affairs will not have timo enough to answer on paper 
the first-named report, which promises to be voluminous. It is asserted 
by several papers, especially belonging to the Opposition, that the 
meeting of the members of Parliament is more pro forma, and that 
they will leave tho Hague within a weck after their arrival; but of 
course this is only a hypothesis, as well as that the Minister Geert- 
sema Intended to withdraw his Reform Bill, which makes a very 
different impression throughout the country. In some towns and locali- 
ties the measure is condemned, in others warmly approved. I nced not 
add that politics become very dull, owing to the want of Parliamentary 
business. 

The downward tendency of money which has so far distinguished the 
markets of the whole world since the beginning of the year continues, 
and we may prepare ourselves for a further reduction of the Bank rate 
of discount next week. Jt is with much pleasure that I have to state 
that much less anxiety is now felt at Amsterdam with regard to the 
state of commercial credit. For several weeks no further suspensions 
have been announced; [, however, hear that the liquidation of those 
houses who stopped payment is generally very bad. At the Bourse 
there was a good demand for Bank shares. Rotterdam Bank was

The Japanese Ambassadors will arrive at the Hague on the 24th 
inst. They will stay in our country about a month, and will visit the 
principal localities, A gentleman who was formerly our Ambassador 
in Japan will be at their disposal during their stay in Holland.

communication with Hankow and the ports on the Yangtsze 
Kiang. The province of Chili, beneath the surface of 
which, according to PUMPELLY, coal-fields exist intact from 
Shan-tung to the mountains, to the north and west of the 
province, consists of a vast plain, through the length and 
breadth of which there is scarcely to be found a single 
natural difficulty to the construction of railroads or tram- 
ways; while in the motntains beyond the adjoining plain of 
Shansi, the carboniferous strata lie at such a height that 
railways might easily be carried right into the seams, and 
load on the spot. 

There can be no doubt, then, as to the quantity of coal 
existing in China, nor as to the ease by which it might be 
worked under foreign superintendence ; its quality, therefore, 
is the only point which remains to be noticed. On this 
subject the authorities above quoted are in complete accord. 
Speaking of the Honan coal, Baron von RicHTHOFEN says, 
“T think it will compare favourably with the best kinds of 
anthracite known.” Practical experience has proved that 
for use on board ‘steamers Peking ooal is fully equal to that 
from Newcastle, and it is authoritatively declared that the 
beds of anthracite which exist in the mountains of Shan-si 
“are among the thickest and most valuable known auy- 
where.” And thus we are brought naturally back to the 
question with which we began this article—Is our Govern- 
ment doing anything to provide for the safe investment of 
English capital and scientific appliances for the working 
of the coal-mines of China? Practically modern opi- 
nion denies to any country the right of withdrawing her 
commodities from tho markets of the world. It was by 
compulsion only that we induced Chinamen first to sell us 
their teas and silk, and when it was found necessary to use 
pressure to open the markets of Japan, we did not hesitate 
to apply it. Something of the same sort is needed now. A 
judicious use of that diplomacy which has been described as 
being pressure without force would gain for us from the 
Chinese all that we desire. Aud our coal famine will have 
served one useful purpose, at least, if it should be the means 
of inducing the Chinese to grant this concession, which, 
while beneficial to the outer world, would be doubly advan- 
tageous to themselves.

THE COAL MINES OF CHINA. 

Ir appears conclusive from the answer given by Lord 
ENFIELD to Mr. AkRoyD's question concerning the coal 
mines vf China—which will be found in another column— 
that our Foreign-office is content to accept the failure of Sir 
RursERFORD Atcock’s efforts in 1869. What we want to 
know, and what Mr. Axroyp asked, is, whether our Govern- 
ment are doing, or would do, anything to provide for the 
safe investment of English capital and scientific appliances, 
for the working of the mines of China, in conjunction with 
the Chinese. This Lord Enrre:p did uot answer, nor give 
any information upon. His answer in respect to the exiat- 
ence of the mines was highly satisfactory, for he confirmed 
the statements advanced by Mr. AKRoyD by reports from 
H.M. Consuls. To obtain an official confirmation of the fact 
is a great step. We trust that Mr. Axroyp will return to the 
subject, and we can assure him of the support of a number 
of persons who have worked for many years at the subject. 

A bare statement of facts is enough to show how impos- 
sible it is that China can be allowed much longer to lock up 
withio her bosom her boundless stores of that article which 
all the rest of the civilised world is thirsting for. The ex- 
plorations of Mr. Henperson, Baron Von RicuTHoren, Mr. 
WILLiaMson, and Mr. Pumpeiiy have proved how practically 
exbaustless are her coal-fields, The whole of the centre and 
northern parts of the Empire teem with coal, and it has 
been calculated that the fields cover the almost fabulous 
area of upwards of 400,000 square miles. In the one pro- 
vince of Hunan coal is concealed under a surface measuring 
21,700 square miles, or, in other words, nearly twice the area 
of the coal-beds of the British Isles. Underlying 10,000 
aquare miles cf the Province of Honan exist strata of 
the same precious mineral, while the coal-fields of Shansi, 
whioh cover an area of 30,000 square miles, are capable of 
supplying the whole world, at its present rate of consump- 
tion, for thousands of years to come. And yet so great are 
the obstacles in the way of production that within sight of 
all this boundless store, English coal, after paying freight on 
a voyage of 15,000 miles, competes favourably with the 
native ooal in the markets of China! This fact, strange and 
anomalous as it would under any circumstances be, is doubly 
important just now, when it is remembered that at the very 
time that English householders are paying fifty shillings a 
ton we are exporting more than half as mnch as we use in 
our private houses. 

It is not too much to say that ninety-nine out of every 
hundred steamers plyiog iu the Indian and Pacific Oceans 
exe now burning English coal, nor is it an exaggeration to 
wid that, were the coal-mines of China worked with Eng- 
lish capital and appliances, every one of those vessels would 
use the coal thus produced. To Englishmen such an ex- 
change would be doubly advantageous. The price of coal, 
to the eastward of Suez, would be materially diminished, 
and the supply for home consumption would be proportion- 
ately augmented. Ayain, a glance at the map of China is 
enough to show that those parts of the Empire which are 
richest in coal are precisely those which are most aocces- 
sible. Many of the mines now being worked in Yunan 
are situated close to the river, and are thus in direct

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THE BILL OF LADING QUESTION. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Si1z,—As an exporter and importer of goods to and from China, 
I have long wondered how my fellow merchants could play the 
game of a few shipbrokers and underwriters, by insisting on the 
Eastern Bill of Lading, the text of which must some day land 
them in an unpleasant dilemma. Why should a merchant object 
to steamers calling at ports en route that do not cause many 
hours’ detention ? It is clearly his interest not only to allow, but 
to encourage these deviations. By them he obtains more oppor- 
tunities of shipping, both outwards and homewards ; they enable 
a steamer to start punctually, hoping for “crumbs on the way,” 
and they prevent the arrival of huge cargoes of one description, 
in a single bottom, to paralyse the markets. If merchants re- 
fused to ship by a steamer to Constantinople, unless she went 
direct, the consequence would be that she must remain on the 
berth longer, and must also charge an extra freight. The same 
argument applies to the West Indian and many other trades, 
besides that to China. 


So long as “calls” do not occasion important delays, they not 
only multiply the opporhunities of shipment, thereby saving 
time between the purchase and sale of goods, but they are the 
means of reducing freights and feeding markets more regularly. 
Many of these “calls” cannot be notified before departure—the 
occasion for them is only heard of by wire. 


Do away with ports of call and you neutralise one of the 
great advantages of steam. Jeddah has been the “ night-mare ” 
of shippers to and from China, and yet itis the deviation that 
causes the least delay, and “ pilgrims” fill up empty space to the 
greatest advantage of merchants having cargo on board, for they 
are light, thereby promoting specd, and they do not glut the 
goods’ market. Underwriters—when shippers are firm—accept 
the risk of all deviations, without any extra premium. The best 
security to merchants that no time shall be unnecessarily lost 
between commencement and end of the journey, is the interest 
that all owners of a regular line have in acting with perfect 
good faith towards those who support them. An outside 
steamer may make an improper deviation for an immediate con- 
sideration, one of a line dare not, however strong the temptation.

REPORT of the BOARD of DIRECTORS to the 
ORDINARY HALF-YEARLY MEETING of SHARE- 
HOLDERS, to be held at the office of the Goneral 


Agents at Hong Kong, January 16th, 1872. 

The Board of Directors take pleasure in submitting 
to you their report upon the affairs of the Company 
for the half-year ending December 31st, 1871. 


The accounts presented herewith show that, after 
paying commissions, running expenses, salaries, ro 
mia of insurance, a heavy amount for repairs and all 
other outgoings to the 3ist December, and including 
$6,122.78 brought forward from the last statement, 
there remains a profit of $78,178.50. The Directors 
recommend that this amount should be distributed as 
follows, viz.: to repairs on steamer Atashan, $25.000; 
to a dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. on the paid up 
Capital, $48000; and to their own remuneration 
$2,500; leaving $2,678.50 to be carried forward toa 
new account. 


In addition to the heavy repairs needed by the Kin- 
shan, it has been thought desirable, in view of hor 
greater efficiency and possible changes in the river 
traffic, to make some alterations In her plans; state- 
rooms have been built, and her boilers haye been 
removed to the hold, which has been deepened eighteen 
inches by building up the hull, thereby greatly increas- 
ing her strength and capacity for cargo and passengers, 
and decreasing her draught of water. These alterations 
have necessitated{a greater expenditure than was esti- 
mated would be the case, and probably $4,000 to $5,000 
more may be required than has been provided for, 

The gross earnings show an increase of $11,081 on 
the corresponding period of 1871. 

The new iron steamer has been launched, and will 
leave England about the end of this month. 

The Directors have appointed Mr. A. McG. Heatot: .. 
to fill the vacancy in the Board caused by the resign@>’ 
tlon of Mr. E. A. Hitchcock, which requires confirms+ 
tion. 

The accounts have been audited by Mr. A. N. Blake- 
man and Mr. ITenry Smith, the litter of whom the 
Directors appointed on the departure of Mr. Thurbarn 
froin the Colony. These gentlemen offer themselves 
as Auditors for the ensuing year.
